NORMAL TAX AND SURTAX 


RATES 


The Revenue Act of 1936 provides 


for only one normal tax rate, that is, 
4 per cent on the amount of the net 
income in excess of the allowable 
credits such as the personal exemp- 
tion, credit for dependents, etc. The 
act provides for an additional credit 
for the purpose of the normal tax of 
an earned income credit, that is, 10 
per cent of the amount of the earn- 
ed net income but not in excess of 
10 per cent of the amount of the 
net income. The personal exemp- 
tion and credit for dependents are 
also allowable as credits against 
the net income_ for the purpose of 
the surtax." tHe~resuKing nef income 
being designated "surtax net in- 
come.''

Overlooked Law oil Pow- 


ers of Justice Depart- 


ment, Writer Says 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington—When a man is nom- 


inated to be solicitor, general of the 
United States, it may be presumed 
that he is familiar with the laws of 
the land. Robert H. Jackson, who 


has 
just 
re- 


ceived that nom- 
ination 
- f r o m 


President Roo- 
sevelt, but has 
yet to be con- 
firmed by the 
senate, 
has 


the 
reputation 


of being a good 
lawyer. But, for 
some reason or 
other, he made 
a bad slip when 


Lawrence 
he appeared be- 


fore the judiciary committee of 
the house of representatives this 
week, and now some members of 
the senate are wondering whether 
he is qualified for the job. 


Mr. Jackson told the house com- 


mittee there was no way the de- 
partment of justice could get ade- 
quate evidence about anti-trust law 
violations unless it began criminal 
proceedings before a federal grand 
jury. But it turns out that there is 
a law on the statute books which 
supplies to the department of jus- 
tice all the power it needs, and it 
is a mystery 
why Mr. Jackson 


overlooked that statute. 


To begin with, here is a, steno- 


graphic record 
of what was said 


before the house committee, where 
a hearing was being held to consid- 
er Mr. Jackson's informal impeach- 
ment of Judge Geiger of Milwau- 
kee because the latter would not 
let the department of justice tam- 
per with the grand jury while sep- 
arately seeking to coerce the de- 
fendants to sign a civil decree. Rep- 
resentative Massingale, Democrat, 
Oklahoma, was doing the question- 
ing as follows: 


Quotes From Record 


"As I understand your position 


about this grand 
jury 
evidence, 


the only effective 
way, from the 


government's standpoint, of getting 
evidence upon which it can pro- 
ceed either criminally or by a suit 
in equity, is through the grand 
jury?" 


"Mr. Jackson: That is right. 
"Mr. Massingale: 
And that was 


the object in making the inquiry? 


"Mr. Jackson: The department of 


justice has no power of subpena. 
We cannot compel the production 
of any evidence, except before the 
grand jury, and until you have got 
the evidence, you cannot 
know 


whether you have a case that ought 
to be prosecuted civilly or crimin- 
ally." 
• Nobody in the 
committee hap- 


pened to ask Mr. Jackson about it, 
but lawyers all over the country 
are wondering why Mr. Jackson is 
unfamiliar with the terms of Sec- 
tion 46 of the federal trade commis- 
sion act, which reads as follows: 


Provision of Act- 


"The federal trade commission 


shall also have power . . . upon 
the application of 
the 
attorney 


general to investigate and make 
recommendations for the readjust- 
ment of the business of any corpo- 
ration alleged to be violating the 
anti-trust acts in order that the cor- 
poration may thereafter 
maintain 


its organization, management, and 
conduct of business in accordance 
with law." 


The power of subpena which the 


federal trade commission has and 
which is available, therefore, to the 
department of justice, is far-reach- 
ing and has been upheld by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
Here is section 49 of the same law, 
which reads as follows: 


" . . . The commission, or its 


dulv authorized agent, or agents, 
shall at all reasonable times have 
access to, for the purpose of exam- 
ination, and the right to copy any 
documentary evidence of any cor- 
poration being investigated or pro- 
ceeded against; 
and the commis- 


sion shall .have power to require 
by subpena the attendance and tes- 
timony of witnesses and the pro- 
duction of all such 
documentary

Question Statement 


Mr. Jackson made another state- 


ment which is being widely chal- 
lenged. He told, the house commit- 
tee this: 


"I am quite confident that no 


consent decrees would ever be ob- 
tained, if you did not have the pow- 
er of proceeding 
before the grand 


jury; and during the pendency of 
these cases, these conferences al- 
ways occur." 


Writing in the Harvard Law Re- 


view, for April. 1933. William J. 
Donovan, who held 
from 1925 to 


1929vtha same position in the de- 
partment of justice that Mr. Jack- 
son'does, declared: 


"The Sherman act has been on 


the sta*ute books for 42 years. In its 
enforcement, consent decrees have 
always played an important part. 
About two hundred and thirty civ- 
il suits have been instituted by the 
United States under this act. and 
of these, one hundred and twelve 
were concluded 
by the entry of 


consent decrees. Fifty-five of these 
decrees were entered in the eight 
years from 1925 to 1932 inclusive." 


It is a matter of common knowl- 


edge that criminal proceedings oc- 
curred in hardly any of these cases. 
Mr. Donovan went on to discuss 
the growing use of consent decrees, 
stating that it was a method of 
"law enforcement by negotiation.". 
He called attention to the federal 
trade commission power quoted 
ab'ove and urged that more use be 
made of it. He said: 


Provisions "Sufficient" 


"These provisions of the federal 


trade commission act are sufficient, 
without more, to implement the at- 
torney general in the consideration 
of economic questions, and if more 
is desired, the voluntary coopera- 
tion of the department of com- 
merce and the department of labor 
should be available to him. 


"It is believed that, if the use of 


available governmental facilities is 
established by the attorney general 
as a precedent in connection with 
the negotiation of important con- 
sent decrees, their economic aspects 
will be thrust in the 
forefront 


where they belong." 


So the consent decree negotiation 


is an old process and there's power 
enough through the federal trade 
commission to get evidence without 
resorting to the coercive method of 
threatening or bringing criminal 
proceedings. Yet Mr. Jackson told 
the house committee that there was 
no effective way to get evidence 
and that the department of justice 
had to use compulsion and coer- 
cion. Small wonder that Senators 
King and Burke, both Democrats, 
want to question Mr. Jackson be- 
fore voting on whether or not he 
should be confirmed to the office of 
solicitor general—the highest law 
officer of the prosecuting branch of 
the 
government of the 
United 


States.

Hanging Mayor of Galway 
No Father of Lynch Rule 


BY \\ESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—Charles Lynch, the Virginia judge and revolutionary col- 


onel, whose excess of his authority in dealing with traitorous tories gave 
us the verb "to lynch," is said to have been a descendant of James Lynch 
Fitz-Stephen. the'mayor of Galway .who condemned his own son. Walter, 
to death for murder, and personally hanged him. 


Thomas Walker Page, in an article on Charles 


Lynch in the Atlantic Monthly in 1901. wrote:— 


"There is a tradition that somewhere in the misty 


past one of his forefathers was mayor of a certain 
Irish city and meted out justice with so stern a hand 
as to earn the sobriquet 'hanging Pat'." 


Hardiman's "History of Galway" records the inci- 


dent but does not mention any relationship between 
the Irish mayor and the American Judge Lynch, al- 
though the father of Judge Lynch did come from Gal- 
way. It has been written that the verb "to lynch" 
descends from the severity of the Galway mayor, but 
that must be a mistake, for his conduct was in strict 
accordance with the law. In fact, he performed his 
v 
duty in defiance of public outcry and at some risk of 
Pegler 


his own life, for Walter was a popular youth and the situation shocked 
the people. 


Moreover, there is much data to show that the Virginia Judge Lynch 


gave rise to the term. He exceeded the law, and the legislature afterward 
adopted a resolution condoning his acts, thus admitting that in some cir- 
cumstances it might be necessary to — 
violate the law in the public inter- 
est. The legislature could not actual- 
ly legalize illegal acts, but the 
members expressed a hope that 
their resolution would be accepted 
as an offset to any claims against 
Judge Lynch for damages. 
Lynching Came to be 
Regarded as all Right 


With this prestige, lynching came 


to be regarded as all right, even 
though unlawful, and as Mr. Page 
wrote, "The custom dies slowly." 
There were 130 lynchings in 1901, 
when he wrote his story, but there 
had been 231 only nine years before 
and last year there were only eight. 


James Lynch Fitz-Stephen's per- 


sonal code of justice probably was 
no more typical of high public of- 
ficers in his time than of men who 
might find themselves 
similarly 


confronted today. 


The mayor was a wealthy merch- 


ant trading with Cadiz, and on one 
voyage he invited the young son 
of a Spanish merchant named Go-

WHEN THE "GALLED JADE" LUNGES 


The curious effect of politics upon men 


becomes most evident when a man of 
great drive, force and character like Mr. 
Ickes drops himself down into the class 
of roustabout arguments because he must 
figure that they are what the public de- 
mands. 


In a world in which a free press is 


little known, so little known that only 
about 10 per cent of the people on the 
globe have 
its 
advantages, Mr. Ickes 


shouts the shrill warning that "our press 
and news agencies are coming more and 
more under the domination of a handful 
of corporate publishers." 


THE COMMON ENEMY OF MANKIND 


When Germany and Japan signed a 


compact against communism the Soviets 
were neither lowered 
or disgraced in 


American eyes. Perhaps they were even 
helped a bit in general public opinion. 


When, a year later, Italy joined the 


Anti-Communist pact, world opinion did 
not become particularly fluttered. Rather 
did the people in democracies consider 
that birds of a feather had flocked to- 
gether, and the birds were considered 
hawks even though their ach enemy was 
a buzzard. 


But recently there has been another 


bloc movement among the Scandinavian 
nations which is likely to make the im- 
partial opinion of the 
world 
cement 


against Russia in more deadly and men- 


vacing fashion than ever. 


Socialist Swedish statesmen have been 


advocating a defensive military union to 
include Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Finland. And recently Finland welcomed 
the opportunity to discuss the features of 
such a compact. 


The Scandinavian countries are par- 


ticularly democratic and peaceful. 
We 


know them as honest nations always pay- 
ing their way. 
They are not centers of 


massed wealth but they present the hos- 
pitable abodes made possible by an intelli- 
gent democracy built 
upon 
work and 


honor. 


The fact that heretofore even the So- 


cialist regime of Sweden has favored an 
isolationist policy in respect to Russia is 
particularly significant. If the Scandina- 
vian nations follow the presently suggest- 
ed plan of fortifying the Aland Islands 
and establishing there a pou, erful air base 
it will not be because they have any hos- 
tility against the Russian land but that

propaganda, particularly political propa- 
ganda, and became severest in denouncing 
"propaganda indulged in for the purpose 
of creating a false impression with re- 
spect to their government."

cal of Mr. Ickes and his associates. There 
is something about our political life that 
makes men in important positions often 
intolerant of opposition and extreme in 
their denunciation of criticism, believ- 
ing as they must that there can be no 
honest criticism. 


When we talk about American news- 


papers, as when we discuss the status of a 
Jree press in the world, we may to ad- 
vantage consider 
some 
statistics. 
We 


have over 2,000 daily newspapers in the 
United States. There arc also thousands 
of weekly papers. And magazines that 
devote pages to political subjects actually 
clutter up when they do not clog the 
aisles in news depots. 


Thus there is presented a broad and 


immense river of information and misin- 
formation, some of it containing a little 
sewage it is true but most of it, as Mr. 
Ickes well knows, originating in clear 
springs. 


But, talking about propaganda, can 


Mr. Ickes be ignorant of the fact that the 
government itself is the greatest propa- 
gandizing agency in the country? It has 
sent out so much by way of propaganda 
to newspapers that 
they could 
hardly 


wade through the documents to say noth- 
ing about printing them all. Some of its 
departments are as partisan, as feverish 
and as furious as the Moscow Pravda 
when ordered to write up a good alibi for 
all the coagulated blood in the cellars. 
This state of affairs does not justify an 
answer in kind but it does detract from 
the lily white garment that Mr. Ickes 
assumes to wear. 


And B:j* Business lias a right to be 


represented by lobbyists, too; in fact it 
must sometimes in order to save itself 
from extinction.

wrestler's grip on this very subject we 
might inquire of Mr. Ickes if he thought 
\ve ever had a meeting of a legislative 
body in a populous state in this country 
where bills were not specifically intro- 
duced with the expectation by those who 
introduced them to be bought off?

Mr. Ickes want Big Business to buy off 
these corrupt legislators or use legisla- 
tive agents to show how wretched are 
the reasons behind some of these mea- 
sures in order that the majority of legis- 
lators may draw their own conclusions 
as to why the bills were introduced. 


The press of America is not venal and 


there is no good reason to insinuate or 
charge that it is. It is not in the hands 
of great interests since out of the 2,000 
dailies in the country no more than 25 
are held' by any one group although 
an organization like Mr. Hearst's has 
a number of papers with unusually

subscription lists. 
Our present 


method of legislation is often noisy and 
confusing, not because lobbyists and law-

The power to fix prices reposed in the

destroy. But the eastern seaboard isn't 
destroyed. Eastern utilities are not de- 
stroyed. Eastern interests are protected to 
the hilt. 


Before the day of the Bituminous Coal 


Commission the price for locomotive fuel 
in the Eastern field ran about $2.05 a ton 
at the mines. In the Illinois field it av- 
eraged about $1.85 a ton. Eastern coal 
was in fact better for fuel purposes. On 
account of the location of the mines it 
was handier than the Illinois coal. Those 
reasons provided the natural differential 
in rates. As a result the eastern fields 
secured what'might be called their share 
of the business and the Illinois fields 
theirs. 


We pass over the claim that the Com- 


mission has been worked by CIO in the in- 
terests of its mining children and because 
the Illinois miners are not friendly to 
Mr. Lewis' method of buying influence 
with the administration. Thorp is no evi- 
dence to support the charge that the ad- 
ministration secured this holding from the 
Commission in order to reward Mr. Lewis. 
Although from what the world knows 
about bureaucracies—of which Tammany 
is the outshining American example—we 
wouldn't be surprised that the charge be 
true. 


The fact remains that thousands of 


men can be put out of a job when some 
supercilious gentlemen on a commission 
come to some sort of a conclusion urged 
to that end by influences and persons and 
mental shortcomings impossible to gauge 
with correctness. 


The trouble with this commission is 


that instead of fixing prices the same it 
should make the coal the same in all 
fields. If it did prices would take care 
of themselves.

SMOKE GETS IN YOUR 


ARTERIES 


Discussing the effects of tobacco 


on the circulation, Dr. D. G. Chap- 
man remarks, in Virginia Medical 
Monthly for November, 1937, that 
records have not shown an increase 
in the incidence of peptic ulcer 
with increased smoking among fe- 
males. Smoking, however, is an ex- 
citing factor in thrombo-angiitis ob- 
literans, if not a cause, Dr. Chap- 
man observes. 


Four years ago L warned young 


women about excessive indulgence 
in tobacco. In this column sometime 
ago I said: 


"Far be it from me to \s-ish to 


frighten anybody unless there is 
good and sufficient reason for it. I 
have already intimated that in my 
opinion the temperate or moderate 
use of tobacco by an adult dr.es not 
necessarily injure health, and in 
any event it is not more harmful to 
a woman than it is to a man. Now 
I warn young women smokers to 
look to their legs. Even if the legs 
are not of the kind that give jour 
portrait front page position, just 
think what a bore it would be to 
have one of 'em cut off above the 
ankle." 


A good many young adults who 


have smoked excessively for a few 
years have to have a leg amputated 
eventually 
from 
thrombo-angiitis 


obliterans. Heretofore the victims 
have been exclusively, so far as I 
can learn, males. But from the way 
many young women abuse tobacco, 
now that they make no bones of 
smoking anywhere and everywhere, 
one fears quite a few of them will 
lose a leg in due course. 


A person developing thrombo- 


angiitis obliterans, 
after 
a 
few 


years of excessive smoking, begins 
to suffer with cold feet and cold 
legs, 
intermittent 
limping, then 


blueness and swelling of the feet, 
with steadily increasing pain. 
In 


some cases this goes on to actual 
gangrene, necessitating amputation. 


Dr. Champman reminds us that 


the tobacco smoke is composed of 
many ingredients, such as nicotine, 
pyridine and its derivatives, carbon 
monoxide, various aldehydes, hy- 
drocyanic (prussic) acid, 
methyl 


(wood) alcohol, a volatile oil and 
even a small amount of arsenic. 
Take your pick as to which of these 
components of tobacco smoke is re- 
sponsible for the effects. 


The local effect of tobacco smoke 


is irritation of the mucous mem- 
brane lining mouth, nose, 'throat, 
larynx and broncial tubes. More or 
less local irritation of the lining of 
esophagus, stomach and intestinal 
tract is due to the swallowed saliva. 


Tobacco smoke causes constric- 


tion of the walls of the smallest 
blood vessels in the mucous mem- 
branes and other soft tissues, slow- 
ing of blood flow and hence inter- 
ference with the nutrition of the 


terfere seriously or even -fatally 
with the oxygenation of blood and 
tissues.

Washington—So thoroughly dead- 


locked are the conflicting factions 
in congress over the wage-hour bill 
that, at most, only half a bill may 
come through this session. 


The house threw it back into com- 


mittee in spite of intense adminis- 
tration pressure to salvage it, and 
there it lies, with labor divided on 
it. congress split wide and the Pres- 
ident the only force solidly back ol 
it. 


But stout adherents of the bill are 


working without excess ballyhoo to 
frame something that congress can 
understand quickly, study a bit 
more calmly and perhaps accept. 


The present bill, in general terms, 


requires that any products moving 
in interstate commerce must have 
been produced by labor getting at 
least 40 cents an hour and working 
no more than 40 hours a week. 


* 
* 
* 
Compromise Bill Due 


The south opposes it. The south's 


principal bid for new industry is its 
supply of cheap labor. Without that 
to offer the south has little to tempt 
northern factories, particularly spin- 
ning mills, to move southward. 


A compromise half-bill is being 


drafted which Senator Thomas, fit 
Utah, chairman of the senate labor 
committee, hopes may eliminate 
much of the resistance to the old 
bill. 


The new measure, not yet finally 


shaped, simply provides that 40- 
cent wages must be paid, and elim- 
inates entirely any reference to 
hours. 


If the congressional labor com- 


mittees finally accept such a mea- 
sure it will mark the second reces- 
sion made in the bill since first it 
was introduced. As first drafted it 
proposed to give the federal govern- 
ment a hand over all labor, high 
paid and low. a jurisdiction which 
stirred both labor and industry to 
panic. 
* 
* * 
Spinning Not Exempted 


Much of the storm was abated 


when its scope was limited to'indus- 
trics paying less than 40 cents an 
hour and working their employes 
longer than 40 hours a week. That 
action exempted such industries as 
steel, railroads, mining and many 
another. 


It did not exempt spinning, where 


prevailing wages seem to be under 
the 40-ccnt bracket, particularly in 
the south. 


The theory back of the compro- 


mise measure is that if a 40-cent 
minimum wage is fixed, the south 
will not be in such a powerful posi- 
tion to induce spinning mills to 
leave New England. On the other 
hand, New Engjand mills, because 
of more skillful labor, better ship- 
ping facilities, and long established 
business, can offer its labor good 
hours and a better wage and still 
compete with the long-hour labor 
of the south. 


The framers of the new bill also 


are trying to get along without the 
aid of such legal technicians as 
Tommy Corcoran and Ben Cohen. 
These two attempted to draft the 
original wage-hour bill . to 
get 


around the many supreme court de- 
cisions on the subject. 


The new draftsmen, faced by a 


court deemed likely to look more 
pleasantly upon "liberal" legisla- 
tion, are weeding out all the de- 
fense paragraphs, simplifying lan- 
guage and clarifying aims.

Against an opening diamond lead 


the declarer, playing quite normally, 
lost only two heart tricks and two 
clubs, for a score oi 90 plus the 
partscore bonus. Actually, he could 
have made four-odd by leading a 
heart toward dummy and. when 
West properly ducked, putting in 
the ten. But this would have been 
i n c o r r e c t technique, succeeding 
only because of the particular heart 
break that existed. 


Had North searched for a better 


spot, it probably would have been 
found, but the result would not 
have been as happy. Had North 
bid two spades over two hearts. 
South then would have shown his 
diamond suit. 
North, of course, 


would pass and four-odd in dia- 
monds would have been made. But 
this would have returned only a 
point score of 80, plus 50, which 
would not give as good a match 
point score as did the heart con- 
tract.
